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The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-76 as understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Fuoss et al or Wojacznski et al. 

Fuoss et al disclose a cell phone 110, col. 5, line 7, wirelessly connected to a docking 
station 140, col. 3, lines, 29-33. Fuoss et al disclose that the network control devices 
could include a PBX switch, col. 3, line 13. Fuoss et al disclose in lines 9 et seq. of col. 
3 that network control devices 170 include all controllers such as a PBX switch. 

Fuoss et al network 100 may be the Internet, col. 3, line 4, which means that both 
the cell phone and docking station are communicating over the Internet. Fuoss et al 
disclose in col. 4, lines 30 et seq. that the docking station will act as a call forwarding 
device such that when a user's cell phone is not in place in the docking station, phone 
calls to his work/home phone may be routed to his cell phone. 

Therefore, Fuoss et al disclose applicant's information processor in the form of a 
docking station/laptop. Although Fuoss et al never specifically disclose the laptop, the 
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definition of a docking station is that it includes a laptop. See definition of a docking 
station in Newton's telecom Dictionary. 
For Wojacznski et al, see PP.0015 & 0022 

Applicant's arguments filed 14 AUG '08 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Fuoss et al does disclose a call controller device 170 that could take the 
form of a PBX switch. Wojaczynski et al also disclose a PBX in P. 001 5, and since 
applicant discloses in claim 16 that their call controller is a PBX, both Fuoss et al and 
Wojaczynski et al disclose the call controller in the form of a PBX.
